AMERICAN BOOK AUCTION SALES. 

The American book auction season from 
September, 1903, to September, 1904, like that 
in England for the same period, was by no 
means brilliant. According to Luther S. 
Livingston's carefully prepared* “American 
Book Prices Current, 1903-1904,” just brought 
out by Dodd, Mead & Co., the 80,000 lots of¬ 
fered in the 119 sales show a considerable 
falling off even in numbers from the record 
of the season of 1903. 

The most characteristic feature of the sea¬ 
son was the unusual number of expensive 
subscription books, (so-called,) that were 
thrown upon the market—“thrown,” we agree 
with Mr. Livingston, is the proper word to 
use. The greatest collection of this sort 
ever sold was the library of Howard T. 
Goodwin, of Philadelphia, disposed of in 1903 
by Stan V. Henkels, the remarkable consign¬ 
ment of subscription limited editions from the 
library of Jacob Ruppert, Jr., of New York, 
sold by Anderson, and the library of Jonas H. 
French, of Boston, sold by Libbie & Co. The 
Goodwin collection, commented upon in The 
Publishers’ Weekly in December 5, 1903, 
failed to realize much more than fifteen cents 
on the dollar originally invested in the books, 
and the fate of the other two collections was 
not much more enviable, emphasizing the fact 
that no inherently worthless thing acquires 
value simply because it is found in only a 
few examples. Most of the pretentious re¬ 
prints represented in these sales were not 
worth even the so-called cost of manufacture, 
as is proven by the fact that the sets of Scott 
and Dumas in the Goodwin collection, for ex¬ 


ample, that had cost nominally $100 a volume,, 
sold for less than ten dollars the volume. 

The Chubbuck and Hurst collection.’ were 
the most notable, if not the only notable ones- 
that were put up for sale during the last sea¬ 
son. The items of Americana in the Chub- 
buck collection, Mr. Livingston considers the 
best books sold during the season. These in¬ 
cluded such items as: Budd's “Good Order 
Established in Pennsylvania and New Jer¬ 
sey,” 16851 Castell’s “Discoverie of the Coasts- 
and Continent of America,” 1644; the second- 
edition of Eliot's “Indian Bible,” i68o-’85; 
Foxe’s “Northwest Fox,” 1635; James’s 
“Strange and Dangerous Voyage,” 1633; 
Johnson’s “Nova Britannia,” 1609, and his 
“New Life of Virginia,” 1612; Lescarbot’s- 
“Nouvelle France,” 1609 and 1618, also, Eron- 
delle’s translation, 1609; Thomas Morton’s 
“New English Canaan,” 1637; Nathaniel 
Morton’s “New England’s Memorial,'’ 1669; 
Mourt’s “Relation, or, Journall of the Begin¬ 
ning and Proceedings of the Plantation at 
Plimouth in New England,” 1622; Simcoe’s 
“Journal of Operations of the Queen’s 
Rangers,” 1787, etc. The collection included' 
also some first editions of great rarity and 
value, among them being a Hawthorne item,. 
“The Sister Years,” for the first time offered 
at auction. There were three privately printed 
Holmes items, being the same copies which 
were disposed of in the Livermore sale in 
1894, a perfectly clean and spotless set of the 
three numbers of Lowell’s short-lived literary 
monthly, The Pioneer, Hawthorne's “Fan- 
shawe,” etc. 

The first portion of the library of the late 
Bishop John F. Hurst, of Washington, was 
sold at Anderson’s on May 2 and 3. This in¬ 
cluded his Washington and Franklin collec¬ 
tions, among them a number of books from 
Washington’s library. The few which were 
authenticated by having Washington’s own 
autograph on the title-page brought, general¬ 
ly, high prices. One of two copies sent to- 
Washington by the editor of Washington’s 
“Official Letters to the Honorable American 
Congress,” London, 1795, is considered by 
Mr. Livingston the most interesting and val¬ 
uable piece in the collection. This brought 
$2810. The other copy sold in Philadelphia 
in 1895 for $1650. The books printed by 
Franklin, of which the series was a long one,, 
with numerous duplicates, sold, with a few 
exceptions, at moderate prices. The collec¬ 
tion of Poor Richard Almanacks was the 
most numerous ever offered at auction. The 
earliest of these, the Almanac for 1739,. 
brought $565- 
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A small but very choice collection of liter¬ 
ary manuscripts and autograph letters be¬ 
longing to George M. Williamson, (including 
the original manuscripts of Hawthorne’s “The 
Ancestral Footsteps” and “Feathertop,” and 
Poe’s “System of Dr. Tarr and Professor 
Fether,) and a selection from the collection of 
the late John H. V. Arnold came up for sale 
during the season; also, two portions of the 
great collection of American prints belonging 
to Hampton L. Carson, of Philadelphia. The 
first portion of the Carson collection, the en¬ 
graved photographs of Washington, was the 
finest and most extensive series ever offered 
at auction; the second portion comprised the 
portraits of Jefferson, Franklin and Lafa¬ 
yette. The sale of the collection of John How¬ 
ard Payne’s manuscripts and letters, including 
Payne’s love letters to and from Mary Wolls- 
tonecraft Shelley, sold in Philadelphia in 
April, -1904, created but a mild sensation, and 
sold for $860. 

As to prices, the average, while slightly 
higher than that realized during the English 
book auction season—being roughly about 
$14.15 in this country as against £2 9s. in 
England—is less than it was a year ago, when 
the average reached quite $16 the volume. 


THE STATIONERS’ BOARD OF TRADE 
ANNUAL MEETING. 

The regular annual meeting of the Sta¬ 
tioners’ Board of Trade was held on the af¬ 
ternoon of the 3d inst., -at the rooms of the 
Board, 97 Nassau Street, New York City, the 
president, Henry C. Bainbridge, presiding. 
There were present or represented by proxy 
forty-six members. 

The president read the following address 
that was unanimously approved. 

PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. 

Another year has passed and we are again 
assembled at the annual meeting to hear the 
reports of our officers, and have them render 
an account of their stewardship. Our organ¬ 
ization is now in its thirtieth year, and while 
its growth in membership has not been as 
great as we would desire, it has grown in 
honor, and has earned the confidence of its 
members and the respect of everybody with 
whom it has business dealings. I am pleased 
to say, however, that our list of members 
shows an increase of seven over last year, a 
growth which I hope will continue—and I be¬ 
lieve it will, so long as we continue to give our 
members what I believe we are giving them 
now, better service for less money than they 
can get elsewhere. 

The treasurer’s report shows an increase 
of cash assets over last year of nearly $1500. 

The various departments show large in¬ 
crease of business with satisfactory results 
which have inured to the benefit of the mem¬ 
bers and the increase of the balance sheet.

to a larger extent than in previous years, and 
very few of the members have used it in ex¬ 
cess of the two hundred limit; yet quite a 
number have used it to about the limit, and 
we are in position to-day to give just as good, 
if not better, reports than some of the larger 
agencies, as comparison will show. In addi¬ 
tion to the “Weekly Circular” sent to mem¬ 
bers we have issued over 1400 “Special Cir¬ 
culars,” mainly in failure and bankruptcy 
cases directly upon receipt of the information. 

In the Collection Department the draft 
system has been quite generally used with 
successful results at an expense of only 2 per 
cent, fee to the member on the amount col¬ 
lected by payment direct to the bank, and we 
cannot recommend it too highly as being a 
first-class method of collecting past due 
claims. The amount of claims collected in 
dollars and cents is far in excess of last year 
—say at least $19,000 or $20,000; of course, 
the fees received upon same have increased 
accordingly, so that there has been more busi¬ 
ness done in this department than ever before. 

The Bankruptcy Department, like the Col¬ 
lection Department, shows a most successful 
year; that is, it has collected more money and 
paid the same to creditors, and received more 
fees for services than in any previous year, as 
shown by the treasurer’s report. In February 
last it handled the largest case in bankruptcy 
that has ever come into this office, thereby 
controlling $35,000 in claims, and by this com¬ 
bined action elected a trustee of its own 
choice. Thus it has produced good results, 
which of course is largely due to the good 
management of the office and its attorneys in 
handling the matter. In this case the secre¬ 
tary made his initial trip to Chicago in behalf 
of the creditors. Therefore, I w'ould respect¬ 
fully suggest that w r hen members are inter¬ 
ested in such matters they immediately send 
their claims to this office and do not listen to 
the solicitations of outside collection agencies 
or lawyers who may desire to control their 
claims. 

To our secretary, Mr.Condit, I w r ant to say 
that his w'ork during the year has earned our 
commendation, and I am sure that persever¬ 
ance along the lines which he has been work¬ 
ing will continue to show good results and 
inure to the profit of the office which he so 
successfully fills. 

During the past year there w r as organized 
in Chicago a National Association of Station¬ 
ers and Manufacturers. Our organization w r as 
honored by that body in the election of your 
president to the office of first vice-president. 
While he recognized that it w r as an honor 
paid to the organization which he w r as sent to 
Chicago to represent, he also recognizes and 
appreciates the personal honor conferred, and 
hopes he will always retain the high position 
in the respect of the stationers of America, 
which their treatment of him leads him to 
think lie has attained. 

In closing I w^ant to thank the officers and 
employees of the Board for their uniform 
courtesy during the past year. The unanimity 
wffiich has existed in the general conduct of 
every branch of our duties has done very 
much toward making the result which we 
show to-dav.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

As chairman of the Executive Committee 
of The Stationers’ Board of Trade, I take 
pleasure in submitting the following report 
for the year 1904: 


BUREAU OF, INFORMATION. 

Summary of work done from January 1 to 
December 31, 1904: The reports on file in this 
department to January 1, 1905, number 77,831. 
At the present time we have revised reports 
of the standing and credit of 60,773 dealers, 
of which 2486 are new names received during 
the year. 

From January 1 to December 31, 1904, we 
have furnished to members 16,015 reports, as 
against 15,503 during 1903.

During the year we sent to members for 
information 4966 inquiries. In 1903, 4829 in¬ 
quiries were sent. Letters written number 
1098, as against 898 in 1903. “Weekly Cir¬ 
culars” issued from this department during 
the year were 7325, in addition to which there 
were also issued 1400 “Special Circulars.” 

This department was used by 103 members 
in 1903, and during the year 1904 by 106. 

Various members have obtained 139 reports 
in excess of the limit of 200 per vear. 


COLLECTION DEPARTMENT. 

In the Collection Department there have 
been received for collection during the year 
4052 claims, aggregating $190,330.12. 

Collections to the amount of $70,206.12 have 
been made through the office, and nearly 
$45,000 was paid direct to members as the re¬ 
sult of notice from the office and attorneys. 

1754 claims have been closed by collection 
through the office, by attorneys, or paid direct 
to members. 

2605 claims were sent to attorneys during 
the year. 

825 claims amounting to $44,570.22 were 
settled direct. 

598 claims were settled through attorneys. 

331 claims were settled through the office. 

820 claims were returned uncollectible. 

149 claims transferred to the Bankruptcy 
Department. 

1329 claims are still open and in process of 
collection, 2723 claims having been disposed 
of. 

There have been received 18,170 letters and 
31,603 have been written. 

There have been received during the year 
424 drafts (which are included in the number 
of claims received during year), aggregating 
$20,193.65, 86 of which have been collected, 
amounting to $3060.98. The remaining 338 
unpaid drafts were turned over to our attor¬ 
neys for collection. 

BANKRUPTCY DEPARTMENT. 

During the year 298 new cases were opened 
in this department, which includes 1034 
claims, amounting to $141,614.90. 

22 cases (43 claims), amounting to $2771.55, 
were paid in full. 

8 cases (11 claims), amounting to $879.53, 
were paid direct. 

152 cases (494 claims), amounting to $44,- 
649.89, were settled through bankruptcy or by 
compromise. 

92 cases (200 claims), amounting to $22,- 
311.88, were returned as worthless. 

6 cases (6 claims), amounting to $3671.42, 
were withdrawn. 

There has been paid to creditors through 
this department $23,097.13, not including the 
$879.53 paid direct. 

The number of letters received was 7057 
and 8192 were written, besides 11,296 circulars 
were issued to creditors. 

In addition to the correspondence in this 
department, 536 general letters were received 
and 1067 written. 

Through the Collection and Bankruptcy De¬ 
partments there has been collected and dis¬ 
bursed $94,182.78. This does not include 
$44,570.22 paid direct to members. This 
makes a total paid of $138,753. 

The books have been audited monthly and 
bills have been passed and paid regularly each 
month. Besides, the certified accountant for 
the Board, R. L. Cuthbert, has audited the 
books to December 1st, and according to the 
certified report as rendered by him they were 
found correct. 

The year ends with a balance of $3502.70- 
in the treasurer’s hands, and interest due 
from the savings banks on the redemption 
fund amounting to $600. 

Your Executive Committee earnestlv rp- 
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quests the hearty co-operation of all mem¬ 
bers in increasing the usefulness of the Board 
and enlarging its membership so that the year 
1905 will make a better showing than any 
previous year.

BROTHERHOOD OF COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELLERS’ DINNER.

After the 
coffee had been served William J. Kelly, in 
behalf of the souvenir committee, with a 
brief appropriate address, presented to the 
retiring president the badge of his office, an 
ivory gavel suspended from a scarlet watered 
silk ribbon. Mr. Walton thanked the Broth¬ 
erhood warmly for the many tokens of affec¬ 
tion received by him throughout his connec¬ 
tion with the fraternity of travelling men, 
and trusted that the bond of sympathy that 
held the organization of the B. C. T. together 
for nearly a generation would grow stronger 
and endure for another generation and be¬ 
yond. With a touching reference to the 
brethren who had been called to rest during 
the past year Mr. Walton closed his remarks. 
Mr. Tibbits, an old friend of the Brother¬ 
hood, then favored the company with a num¬ 
ber of vocal selections and some well-told 
stories. A. Growoll, John H. Black, William 
B. Walker, Jonas Langfeld and John Hoven- 
don were among the speakers. 


Letters of regret were received from Stan¬ 
ley Harris, of Baltimore, H. M. and Clarence 
Caldwell and others. Telegrams were also 
read from a number of prominent statesmen 
and others who were prevented from attend¬ 
ing by previous engagements or pressing pub¬ 
lic business. 

As the dinner was opened by singing “Auld 
Lang Syne,” so was it closed by singing 
“Vive la Compagme,” Brother William J. 
Kelly leading. 


ARREST OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
ABBEY PRESS. 

The Rev. Dr. Carlos Martyn, formerly 
president of the bankrupt Abbey Press, was 
arrested on January 3, at his home, No. 125 
East Twenty-eighth Street, New York City, 
on a warrant charging him with alleged 
grand larceny in connection with the same 
acts upon which his partner, Charles F. 
Rideal, was indicted by the grand jury last 
week. Dr. Martyn was taken before Justice 
McMahon in the General Sessions and was 
remanded to the Tombs, but gave bail. 

The Abbey Press was incorporated in 1902 
by Dr. Martyn and Rideal, with a capital of 
$10,000, under the laws of New York and 
New Jersey. The firm occupied a portion of 
the fourth -floor of the building at No. 114 
Fifth Avenue, New York City. It began to 
publish books at the expense of their authors. 

In December, 1902, when Max Hart be¬ 
came identified with the Abbey Press, he 
caused to be hired a room on the second floor 
of the building for the ostensible manufacture 
of schoolbags, although it is claimed by the 
stores who supplied the material that only two 
or three were manufactured. Instead of de¬ 
voting the silks to the manufacture of bags, 
the plaintiffs allege that they were sent to a 
public auctioneer and sold at about fifty cents 
on the dollar. 

The insurance companies, becoming sus¬ 
picious as to the origin of the fire that de¬ 
stroyed the premises occupied by the Abbey 
Press, refused to pay, and John J Kirkpatrick, 
of Patchogue, brought suit against the Alle- 
mania Fire Insurance Company for $860, 
seven other suits, aggregating $10,000, de¬ 
pending on the result of this suit. It was de¬ 
cided March 15, 1904, in favor of the insur¬ 
ance company. 

While Assistant District Attorney Garvan 
was investigating the fire two creditors got 
judgments, aggregating $2500, against the 
Abbey Press, and levied on the property. The 
concern failed in May, 1903. A little later 
it was announced that the New York Abbey 
Press had been sold out to the Abbey Press 
of New Jersey, which, in turn, had been ab¬ 
sorbed by the Abbey Press Consolidated. 

Dr. Martyn and Rideal were once asso¬ 
ciated with F. Tennyson Neely as his “liter¬ 
ary advisers.” When Neely went into bank¬ 
ruptcy they founded the Abbey Press and 
carried on business along the old lines. Dr. 
Martyn was head of the concern for a while, 
and then Rideal succeeded him. Dr. Martyn 
retained his interests in the firm, however, 
and served as a director. 
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BRITISH AUTHORS ON AMERICAN 
COPYRIGHT. 

The London Standard having opened its 
columns to a discussion of the alleged injus¬ 
tice done to British authors by the American 
copyright law,, numerous prominent writers 
are airing their opinions without, however, 
displaying any unanimity regarding the rem¬ 
edy. Sir Conan Doyle is strongly for retalia¬ 
tion and Hall Caine as strongly against it. 
Andrew Lang confesses that the whole ques¬ 
tion of protection is too metaphysical for him. 

The single point upon which there is a 
semblance of agreement is in a suggestion by 
Mrs. W. K. Clifford, approved by Hall Caine 
and others, that a clause be inserted in the 
American law giving British and other for¬ 
eign authors the privilege of copyright within 
one year. 


SPAIN TO IMPORT BOOKS FREE. 

United States Minister Hardy, at Ma¬ 
drid, has informed the State Department that 
a royal order has been issued by the ministry 
of finance permitting the free entry into 
Spain of books from the following countries 
(printed in the language of the country of 
origin), in reciprocation of the free entry 
into said countries of books printed in Spain: 
Denmark, the Netherlands, Sweden and the 
United States. American books imported into 
Spain were heretofore subject to a duty of 13 
pesetas per 2.2 pounds ($1.14 per pound). 


JAMES MACDONALD’S 25TH ANNI¬ 
VERSARY. 

The year 1905 marks the twenty-fifth anni¬ 
versary of James Macdonald, of New York 
City as a master bookbinder. As one of the 
most successful of the craft in New York, 
and occupying singly a place in this country 
which in England is shared by Riviere and 
Zaehnsdorf, a brief notice of his career, 
"pour encourager les autres,” will at this 
time be appropriate. Mr. Macdonald served 
his apprenticeship in Glasgow, and upon com¬ 
ing out of his time secured a position in Man¬ 
chester, England. He soon realized that the 
opportunities for a working man in England 
were few and far between, and resolved to 
emigrate to the United States. At the age of 
twenty-three years he set out and landed in 
New York with little more than a thorough 
knowledge—such as is taught in Scotland—of 
his business. This was in 1873, when William 
Matthews was at the zenith of his fame, and 
Macdonald at once secured a position with 
him. This turned out to be a second appren¬ 
ticeship, for he remained in the place for 
seven years. At the end of this period Mr. 
Macdonald had saved enough money to start 
business in a small way, which he did in con¬ 
junction with two other journeymen friends 
tinder the firm name of Fitzpatrick, Mac¬ 
donald & Riley. The partners remained to¬ 
gether for a few years, when Messrs. Fitz¬ 
patrick -and Riley were bought out by Mac¬ 
donald. After continuing in business for a 
time he found that his plant and its location 
in Williamsburgh were respectively too small 


and too inconveniently situated for a business 
which was growing by leaps and bounds. 
Just about this time he made the acquaint¬ 
ance of William Launder, and in conjunction 
with him formed the well-knowti firm of 
Launder & Macdonald, which continued for 
ten years. Both partners then decided to 
continue alone, and the partnership above- 
mentioned is the last one in which Mr. Mac¬ 
donald was interested. 

Successively occupying shops on South 
Fifth Avenue, Lafayette Place and West 
Twenty-seventh Street—each move marking 
a growth in business—Mr. Macdonald to-day, 
by dint of saving, industry and business ca¬ 
pacity is the largest "custom” bookbinder in 
the United States. He has made several 
trips to Europe in order to secure the finest 
levant moroccos that are allowed to leave 
France, and, in addition, has imported a great 
many novelties which have rendered his bind¬ 
ings distinctive. Mr. Macdonald’s reward has 
been according to his work and character— 
prosperity and a host of friends whom w-e 
join in wishing him many happy returns of 
the day. 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

The Rev. Richard Lovett, secretary of the 
Religious Tract Society since 1899, and a 
well-known writer on religious subjects, died 
on December 29, in London, aged fifty-three 
years. 

Edward M. Barnes, a son of the late A. S. 
Barnes, died at his home in Ridgefield Park, 
N. J., December 29. Mr. Barnes, who was 
for a time connected with A. S. Barnes & Co., 
was in recent years president and director of 
the Barnes Real Estate Association, secretary 
and director of the Eclectic Press, and direc¬ 
tor in Braunworth & Co. 

Francis Henry Nichols, author of 
"Through Hidden Shensi,” is reported to 
have died in Tibet. Mr. Nichols was born 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., October 31, 1868. After 
graduating from a Chicago High School he 
became a newspaper correspondent, repre¬ 
senting several newspapers in Cuba during the 
Spanish-American War. In 1901, as corre¬ 
spondent of the Christian Herald, he went to 
China, riding 750 miles from Pekin to Sian 
in the province of Shensi, thence 700 miles in 
canoes to Han Kow. At the time of his death 
he was heading for Lhassa in the company of 
a few Chinese. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

James Jeffrey Roche, poet, novelist and 
the editor of The Boston Pilot, has been ap¬ 
pointed by the President consul to Genoa, 
and expects to sail for his post this month. 

Elmer Dover, private secretary to the late 
Senator Hanna, at the request of the Hanna 
family, is collecting data to be used in the 
official biography of "the advance agent of 
prosperity.” 

A. Cahan is completing a novel of strik¬ 
ing character which he has been engaged upon 
for a long time, picturing the actual inner 
life of Russia and the strange adventures of 
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the revolutionists. Mr. Cahan was a mem¬ 
ber of the revolutionary party, and was forced 
to fly from Russia to avoid Siberia. 

O. Henry, the name on the title-page of 
the amusing novel of Central American poli¬ 
tics, “Cabbages and Kings,” is a pseudonym. 
The incognito of the author is preserved by 
him as far as possible. O. Henry, after many 
years of wandering through the West, has 
settled in New York, with his “eyes wide 
open,” as he says,'and it is to be expected that 
the oddities of New York life will have as 
amusing treatment from his hand in the near 
future as the oddities of Western life have in 
the past. 

Anna M. Stoddart is preparaing a biog¬ 
raphy of Isabella Bird Bishop. Mrs. Bishop 
deserves to be commemorated as probably the 
most widely travelled woman of the last cen¬ 
tury, and her many discoveries and books de¬ 
mand for her a place among the names of 
men and women who have contributed to the 
world’s knowledge. “Korea and Her Neigh¬ 
bors,” one of her latest publications, was 
brought into prominence by the course that 
events in the East have taken. Miss Stoddart 
was the chosen biographer of John Stuart 
Blackie, and has published many books that 
attest her ability to perform successfully her 
present task. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The rumor, widely circulated last week, 
that Everybody's Magazine had been pur¬ 
chased by representatives of the Standard Oil 
Company’s interests, and that Lawson’s fur¬ 
ther chapters of “Frenzied Finance” would 
be discontinued, is emphatically denied by 
Ridgeway, Thayer & Co., and by Mr. Lawson. 

Thomas E. Watson, of Thomson, Ga., the 
candidate of the People’s Party for President 
at the last election, incorporated with the Sec¬ 
retary of State at Albany, N. Y., on December 
27, a stock company called Tom Watson’s 
Magazine, for the purpose of publishing and 
circulating a monthly literary periodical of 
that name. The corporation is capitalized at 
$125,000, divided into 12,500 shares. It begins 
business with $3000 capital. The directors 
are Thomas E. Watson and John H. Girdner, 
William L. Daniels, Richard Duffy and Ed¬ 
ward S. Green, of New York. The principal 
office is in New York City. 

“The History of the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany,” by Ida M. Tarbell, recently brought 
out by McClure, Phillips & Co. in two hand¬ 
some volumes, contains all the facts relative 
to the Standard that Miss Tarbell was able to 
gather, but not all the facts that she was able 
to collect about the career and personality of 
John D. Rockefeller. In her investigations 
she ran across a whole mass of material about 
the great organizer of the biggest “trust” the 
world has ever seen, which did not belong in 
her history. She is now at work on this ma¬ 
terial, and there will shortly appear in Mc¬ 
Clure's Magazine an extended sketch of this 
remarkable financier, showing hfs character, 
his endowments, his opportunities, and what 
he made of them.

New York City. —Judge Edward B. 
Thomas in the United States Circuit Court, 
according to the New York Sun, appointed 
the Manhattan Trust Company receiver for 
the assets of Merrill & Baker, at 9-11 East 
Sixteenth Street. Judge Thomas is reported 
to have said that the receivers had been ap¬ 
pointed in a suit in equity, and that no con¬ 
tention had been made that the concern was 
insolvent. He understands that the company 
had trouble in collecting its debts and that 
there were plenty of assets, but not available. 
The receiver was appointed at the instance 
of two stockholders, who are also creditors. 
Merrill & Baker is a New York corporation 
and is capitalized at $1,250,000.

I N that year Noah Webster issued his first dictionary. The law covering copy¬ 
rights then was 14 years with a 14 year renewal—so that in 1834 (1806 plus 
the two terms of 14 years each—28 years in all) even Noah Webster himself had no 
exclusive right to his own name as applied to a dictionary, editorial work on which 
he had done. 

NINE YEARS EATER—in 1843—died and G. & C. Merriam bought 
from his executors—what ? The estate’s right to an unexpired term of copyright 
in a dictionary he published subsequent to the 1806 book, and they bought nothing 
else because the executors had nothing else to sell them. 

Could -his executors sell a right that was not part of his estate ? Certainly 
not —and if they could not—where do G. & C. Merriam’s successors, the G. & C. 
Merriam Co., get sufficient assurance to claim rights that were not the property of 
their predecessors? I believe it will be granted that such a degree of assurance is 
a valuable asset in some occupations, (notably brass foundries,) but it is not worth 
much in the publishing business. 

The plain truth of the matter is G. & C. Merriam Co. are so much afraid of 
G. W. Ogilvie’s new Webster’s Imperial Dictionary that they are acting in a most 
unbusinesslike manner, going about with bully, bluster and brag, threatening every¬ 
body with suits for damages if they dare to sell Webster Dictionaries not issued 
by G. & C. Merriam Co. Why don’t they come to Chicago and get an injunction 
restraining me from publishing my book if I am doing that which is wrong ? As 
they don’t do it—do you need to fear them ? Not much. If I’ve made it too hot 
for them—why don’t they shut off the furnace instead of threatening to open the 
front gate—the first method is safe—the second is apt to result in a bad cold. 
Bear in mind, 1806 to 1905 , 99 years. A copyright never lasted over 42 years, 
and here is the constitutional provision under which they are granted at all—see 
Constitution of the United States, Section VIII., Article 8: 

“To promote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing, for 
limited times, to authors and inventors the exclusive right to their 
respective writings and discoveries.” 

Do you notice that “ for limited times ?” That doesn’t mean 99 years ; 
it means just what the law says—42 years now, and meant 28 years in 1806 . 
G. & C. Merriam Co.’s actions make me think of that politician who upon request¬ 
ing a Governor to do something for him was met by the objection that what he 
wanted done was unconstitutional, and who replied “ What’s the Constitution between 
friends ”? Only they go that remark one better and say, in effect, that they guess 
the Constitution doesn’t apply to them at all in connection with Webster’s Diction¬ 
aries. Well now doesn’t it? We’ve all heard of the fellow that had “one more 
guess coming.” What is this fuss all about anyway?
